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A PASTOR’S PLEA TO HIS PEOPLE. 


No matter what the nature of the work be in which A 
person is engaged, he is most eager to make a success of it; 
he longs to see results. There is nothing so discouraging as 
failure; nothing which saddens one so much as opposition 


from those whom one is striving to help. 


The priest is no exception to this rule. Like St. Paul he 
could say “I most gladly will spend myself and be spent for 
your souls”; he could also say with the same apostle “I make 
a remembrance of you in my prayers without ceasing.” But 
very few priests can thank God as St. Paul does in his Epistle 
to the Thessalonians, for the ardor of their faith and of their 
zeal. The Thessalonians had been pagans, and were all con- 
verts to the faith. Yet St. Paul says that they were “pat- 
terns” for others to follow; that their exemplary lives were 
the subject of most favorable comment. 

Every Catholic priest has the same mission which was 
entrusted to St. Paul; he holds the same office; he is an am- 
bassador of Christ. Therefore, no matter with what lack of 
elegance his message is delivered from the: pilpit, at should 
be followed with closest attention and“he adopted-us a Tule of 
conduct. When a mission is held ‘in a parish, when the regular 
annual Lenten devotions, as well.as those of May, October and 
November, are kept, they are~intended not merely as an 
opportunity for people to- worship and pray publicly, but they 
are meant to be religious services calling for universal par- 
ticipation. The Holy Name Society is forall the men of a 
parish, and not merely for the mote pious who do not need it. 
A Rosary Society is usually fo all the ladies, and not only 
for those who are always able to attend the meetings.- The 
Sodality of the Blessed Virgin is for all unmarried ladies, 
not only for those who are too young for a beau, or’too old to 
expect one. ea : 

When one of these Societies is canonically erected in a 
parish many spiritual favors go with it to all members, and 
not a person in the parish should withhold affiliation from 
the same. 

In these days when so many. people receive Holy Com- 
munion every Sunday, there is.a growing tendency to receive 
independently of the Sodality to which one belongs. » This is 
not pardonable, because it reduces the corporate stréngth of 
the Sodality. You must all lend your efforts to build up and 
not to tear down. You should always receive Holy Com- 
munion with your Society or Sodality, no matter how often 
your own devotion will impel you to receive at other times. 

In order that the efforts of priest and school teachers 
may produce fruit and give-cheer to the pastor, it is neces- 
sary that these efforts be second@éd by parents. The ideals 
held before the child at school should certainly not be shat- 
tered in the home, or, with parents’ encouragement, outside 
the home, Except on rare occasions children should be home 
at night. Only a few years ago nearly every city and town 
had its curfew whistle or bell to clear the streets of children 
at 8:30 or 9:00 o'clock. If the curfew is now silent it is not 
because there is less need of it, but because its voice was uni- 
versally disregarded. ‘There is certainly a greater need for 
the curfew now than there ever was in the past. 

If many parents are shocked when their eighteen or 
nineteen year old daughter asks for their consent to get mar- 
ried it is usually because the parents themselves were so 
thoughtless as to permit their child to keep company at six- 
teen or seventeen, or even to attend public dances at that age. 
Every time a parent is saddened by some discovered unbe- 
coming conduct on the part of their boy or girl, it does not 
occur to them that the pastor is often more saddened because 
of it.
